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WHEREAS, Beverly Fawell's final act as a State lawmaker was
to pass legislation establishing assisted-living centers so
that seniors had choices for how they would live out their

golden years; and

WHEREAS, Betty Fawell served for many years as a Milton

Township Republican Committeewoman; and

WHEREAS, Betty Fawell set personal ambition aside in 1999
when she retired from the Illinois Senate so she could help

care for her grandchildren when her son Steven passed away; and

WHEREAS, Betty Fawell was the 1loving mother of Jeff
(Blanche), Judy, Scott (Andrea), and Steve; grandmother of Dan,
Tim, Joe, Katie, Jon, Michael, and Nikki; and great-grandmother
